All previously unconsidered references listed in the information disclosure 
statement filed 12/19/05 have been considered. 

Litigation Involving Patent 5, 056,892 

Both litigations including Minnesota Mining v. Toshiba Corporation, et al filed 
12/7/1995 and Minnesota Mining v. IBM Corporation filed 4/8/96 were dismissed on 
4/4/1996 and 5/15/1996, respectively; thus, the required documents and/or material to 
the patentability of this reissue application to be made of record are withdrawn.
